The Office of Price Adminis- 
tration moved swiftly today in 
an attempt to suTwsh a coun- 
terfeit gasoline rationing book 
ring believed to be operating: 
in Lancaster. Harrisburg. 
Philadelphia and nearby Cam- 
den. N. J. 


Two O?A investigators were 


dispatched to Lancaster—the 
first city m the Philadelphia 
regional district in which the 
bogus books appeared—while 
ether agents sought to trace 
down tne illegal traSc here. 


The OPA called upon all 


motorists to report—"as a 
patriotic duty"—any attempt- 
ed sale of the 
counterfeit 


books. A spokesman said that 
although there had been many 
complaints ,of the books in 
Philacle'.phia. investigators had 
been unable to "lay their 
hand:; ors then:.""
